In view of the recent great calamity 
that has befallen our county in the 
injury and loss of so many bridges we 
^ i s h to make the following statement 
to the people in order that they man­ 
fully understand the financial con­ 
dition of the county, and what we have 
done and what we expect to do to re­ 
pair the damages. After m aking an 
inspection of the county we find we 
have had eight large steel bridges 
washed away; three of which are total 
losses, and the other five will require 
about three fourths of their original 
value to repair them. Quite a number 
of steel bridges have been injured in 
various ways and we have each about 
one half of our wooden bridges and 
culverts, besides the great damage 
done to our road beds. A pproxim ately 
it will require abouts,OOO. to replace 
and repair all the steel and wooden 
bridges and culverts washed away and 
injured. The people naturally ask how 
shall this large sum of 
money be 
raised. Many counties are forced to 
issue bonds and it has been suggested 
that we do the same, 
but we have 
unanimously opposed the issuance of 
bonds. By a careful and economical 
administration of the finances of the 
county for the past year, where is on 
hand in the various funds a surplus 
amply sufficient to restore the dam age 
and place the county in as good con ­ 
dition as it was before the Moods. W ith

U S E L E S S S T R A T E G Y . 


After all their scheming and ma­ 
neuvering, t h e anti-prohibitionists 
were beaten at their own game at the 
meeting of the state democratic execu­ 
tive committee in Dallas Tuesday. 
All friends of temperance can easily 
see thru their bait painted in local 
option colors to deceive the voters. 
Their subterfuge was to have a propo­ 
sition placed on the primary ticket 
favoring a perfecting of the local op­ 
tion laws, and with the added clause, 
“ but against state prohibition.” This 
last clause was left off of the ticket by 
executive committee, thus giving the 
people of the state an opportonity to 
vote for both propositions, one for 
t h e submission o f 
a prohibition 
amendment to the voters, the other for 
the 'betterment of our local option 
laws. 
W ith this clause left off' of the 
anti ticket they thought to arraign 
the local optionists with them against 
statewide prohibition, but the play 
was so coarse that a fool can see its 
intent; and thus their little game is ex­ 
posed. Following are the propositions 
to be submitted to the voters in the 
the primary election to be held on 
July 25: 


PROHIBITION TICKET. 
“ For the submission by the Thirty- 
First Legislature of this State of a 
constitutional amendmenttothe people 
for their adoption or rejection pro­ 
hibiting within the State of Texas the 
manufacture, sale, gift, excnange and 
intrastate shipment of spirituous, vin­ 
ous and malt liquors and medicated 
bitters capable of producing intox­ 
ication, except for medicinal and sac­ 
ramental purposes.” 
“ Against the foregoing.” 


LOCAL OPTION TICKET. 
“ For the system of local option and 
proper legislative enactments for the 
perfection of the laws so as to prevent 
the barter or sale of intoxicating be­ 
verages in 
local option districts.’’ 
“ Against the foregoing.” 
The last ticket was gotten out by 
the antis in an effort to avert the 
mighty movement of state prohibition. 
It is entirely superfluous and unnec­ 
essary, as we now have sufficient lo­ 
cal option laws, but was put out to 
confuse the voters and damage the 
cause of state prohibition. 
The ma­ 
jority of the men presenting the peti­ 
tion, including their leader, Willacy, 
are hot antis, so their move is cer­ 
tainly to be regarded with suspicion 
by every prohibitionist or local #p- 
tionist. 
While one may vote for both tick­ 
ets, it is useless to vote for the local 
option ticket: and besides, a vote for 
it will be almost the same as a vote 
against prohibition, for if the bottom 
ticket received the most votes 
the 
antis would cry, “ the people do not 
want state prohibition. ”

he best for those who would banish 
the saloon and its destructive influence 
from the state to support only the one 
providing for the submission of a pro- j 
hibition amendment.

The 
Odoriferous 
Onion Is a Money 
Maker all the Time. 


The onion crop in this section this 
is just now 
being harvested and 
marketed 
is 
unquestionably 
the 
finest that has ever been produced 
in this vicinity, if not the best ever 
raised in the bio Grande valley. The 
season, while it has been unfavor­ 
able to most field crops, seems to 
have been favorable in producing the 
very best results in the raising of 
onions. 
The acreage this year is 
much less than the two preceding 
years, but the quality produced is 
superior to that heretofore marketed 
from Eagle Pass. 


The largest crop planted in the 
immediate vicinity of Eagle Pass is 
that of the Pioneer Farm (Dolch & 
Dobrowolski), just on the south 
edge of town. 
On this farm the ex­ 
periment of raising Bermuda onions 
was first tried some five or six years 
ago, and the experiment proved such 
a signal success that ever since then 
the savory onion has been the prin­ 
cipal crop raised, and just now the 
present manager, Mr. Frick, is bus­ 
ily engaged in shipping out one of 
the best crops ever harvested.

Corn Muffins, Roils and Cheese Sticks 
W ill Tempt the Appetite. 


FIVE M O N TH S IN HOSPITAL. 


Southern Corn 
Muffins.—One pint 
fresh buttermilk, three-quarters pint 
cornmeal, two eggs, one level tea­ 
spoonful soda, one level teaspoonful 
salt, butter size of a walnut. 
Beat 
the eggs together, add the buttermilk, 
then cornmeal, soda and salt sifted 
together; lastly the butter melted. 
If 
the buttermilk is sour add another 
level teaspoonful of soda. 
Heat the 
greased muffin tins thoroughly, then 
bake for 20 minutes. 
Sweet French Rolls.—Cream 
one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter and one- 
fourth cupful of sugar together and 
gradually beat into a pint of light 
sponge. 
Add two eggs, whites and 
yolks beaten separately, 
and 
flour 
enough to make the same thickness as 
before. 
Cover and stand in a warm 
place until it begins to rise; then add 
flour to make a soft dough and knead 
well. 
Set aside again until doubled 
in size, then shape like Parker house 
rolls. When light make three parallel 
creases across the top of each. 
Brush 
with the beaten white of egg in cold 
water and a little vanilla. 
Sprinkle 
granulated sugar thickly over the top. 
Bake 15 minutes. 
When done lay a 
napkin over the rolls in the pan for 
five minutes, which makes a tender 
crust. 
Coffee Rolls.—Scald and cool one 
cupful milk, add two yeast cakes, one- 
fourth cupful egg yolks, one-half cup­ 
ful whole eggs, two-thirds cupful but­ 
ter, one-half cupful 
sugar, 
one-half 
teaspoonful lemon extract, four and 
two-thirds cupfuls flour. 
Beat thor­ 
oughly; let rise six hours, and then 
keep on ice over night. 
Toss on a 
board, roll and shape, let rise until 
light, and bake in a moderate oven. 
Brush over with sugar and water after 
baking. 
Cheese Sticks.—Mix well one-half 
cup of butter into one cup of flour; 
add one teaspoonful each of salt and 
sugar; mix with enough water 
to 
make a soft dough and roll out thin. 
Have ready one-half cup of grated 
cheese; sprinkle a little on the dough 
with a little cayenne pepper and roll 
out again; do this until the cheese is 
all used up; then cut it into strips; 
lay in greased pal*;, and bake in a 
quick oven.

and three fourths pound sifted flour. 
Knead until stiff enough to roil out to 
one-half inch in thickness. 
Spread 
this paste upon two round buttered 
pie tins. 
Make a filling for the pies 
by blanching and chopping fine one 
cup of almonds. 
Then pour one cup 
granulated sugar moistened with one 
teaspoon of water, into a frying pan. 
Place over a slow fire until melted, 
then add the chopped almonds, stir­ 
ring briskly until the mixture turns 
golden brown. 
Turn this out on the 
paste and spread quickly before it 
cools. 
Beat three whole eggs with an 
egg 
beater, 
gradually 
adding 
two 
tablespoons powdered sugar. Stir into 
this one and one-half cups milk and 
then 
pour 
the

browned almonds and sugar in the 
pies, and bake in a hot oven. As soon 
as the custard is firm spread over each 
pie a meringue of two egg

To this must be 
added the moral, intellectual and re­ 
ligious contribution to our people. 
In return our people give us their 
moral support, and have often given 
financial aid. 
I ag-ain thank the peo­ 
ple for this kindly sympathy and help, 
and assure you that the college and 
all its teachers do now and. I hope, 
always shall stand ready at any and 
all times to lend help to any enter­ 
prise calculated to better our people.
